F irst signers were secured T u es­ 
day evening to the papers w hich 
recom m ended to council th a t n o n ­ 
debt revenue bonds be issued by th e 
borough to pay the tow n's share of 
the cost of a governm ent project for 
th e building of the sewer system 
and trea tm e n t plant. A special m eet­ 
ing of council m ay be called w ithin 
th e n ex t two weeks to a e t on th e 
petitions lf a sufficient num ber of 
signers is secured or action m ay be 
deferred until the regular A ugust 
m eeting. 
T. C. M cSherry, president of th e 
Littlestow n C ham ber of Com m erce, 
presided over th e m eeting Tuesday 
evening which was sponsored jo in t­ 
ly by th e C ham ber and th e borough 
council.

council is ready to proceed w ith the 
building of th e sewer system and 
tre a tm e n t p lan t and th e C ham ber 
stan d s ready to co-operate in every 
way if a m ajority of the tow n’s c iti­ 
zens m akes th e initial decision for 
the proposal.

Hebrew 
students,

grades is prohibited." 
At the sam e tim e it announced 
a new program to increase the ef­ 
ficiency 
of 
the 
n a tio n s 
arm ed 
forces. 
A com m unique said: 
“At recent m eetings held by 
II Duce with the m inister of 
finance and the chief of general 
staff of war and air a further 
program to increase the effici­ 
ency of our armed forces was 
concluded." 
It gave no other details. 
T he ban on Jew ish stu d en ts p re­ 
sum ably does not apply to Hie 47,- 
000 Jews who are Italian citizens. 
The Fascist race doctrine issued 
July 14 by a group of Fascist pro­ 
fessors 
proclaim ed 
th a t 
Italian s 
were an A ryan race an d denied th a t 
Jews were m em bers of "th e Italian 
race." 
T here has been no move, how­ 
ever, to exclude them from Italian 
citizenship.

. government directed its second pro­ 
test in 24 hours to Soviet Russia 
today, in an effort by diplomacy to 
end bitter fighting along the Rus­ 
sian Siberia-Japanese Manchoukuo 
frontier. 
The fighting still was in progress 
early today between large forces of 
well-equipped troops, with airplanes 
and tanks, and it was felt in author­ 
itative circles th at the exchange of 
gun fire marked the first round of 
the Far East's second unofficial war. 
A foreign office spokesman said 
Japan hoped to localize the trouble 
and settle it by the diplomatic steps, 
but the presence of large forces in 
the frontier area indicated the battle 
which began Sunday m ight be m ere­ 
ly a prelude to m ajor operations. 
Those who held th at a second un­ 
declared war in the Orient had be­ 
gun argued 
that Russia believed 
Japan was near financial exhaustion 
and a “now' or never m om ent” had 
arrived to fight a preventive war to 
iorestail attack by Japan in the 
future. 
Fear Collapse of China 
Secondly, they contended. Russia 
was fearful th at China would col­ 
lapse should the Japanese capture 
Hankow and sever the Canton-H an- 
kow railway, which is a Chinese 
munitions artery. 
Thirdly, 
the 
Russian 
strategy 
might be based on a belief th a t the 
Siberian situation 
could be 
kept 
within the bounds of a m iniature 
war, without serious danger to the 
Soviet Nation. 
Some Japanese believed the border 
trouble was merely a Russian effort 
to delay troop movements to aid 
the Japanese offensive in China 
against 
Hankow, 
the 
provisional 
capital of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek's government, or possibly to 
cloak internal difficulties.
